Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens made a motion, which was 
approved by the commission in a 4-3 
vote, that the tipping fee at the new 
landfill be set at $17.00 per ton. 

During the discussion of Ste- 
phens’” motion, several tipping fees 
of other Subtitle D landfills were 
noted. They were as follows: BFI’s 
(a private waste handling company) 
landfill in either Winston or Walker 
County - $28.00 per ton; Waste 
Away’'s Brundidge facility - $21.65 
per ton, Perry County Authority's 
landfill - $18.50 per ton; and Fob 
James’ Escambia County facility - 
$21.00. 

A motion was also approved to 
offer this upping fee to ciues within 
the county and other neighboring 
counties and cities wishing to use 
Coffee County's landfill.

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Everett To Chair Task Force Against NAFTA 


Last week, I was asked by my 
Congressional colleagues to chair 
a House Republican task force 
against the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA). NAF- 
TA’s fate will determine whether 
or not Alabama loses thousands of 
textile and agriculture-related jobs. 

Last Thursday, I joined Ross 
Perot for a press conference in the 
U. S. Capitol announcing the crea- 
tion of the Republican Anti- 
NAFTA task force. Perot, who has 
been outspoken in his opposition 
to the NAFTA agreement, person- 
ally promised to appear before our 
task force and to lend his expertise 
to our efforts, 

The Clinton Administration is 
actively supporting the establish- 
ment of a commercial free trade 
zone stretching from Canada to 
Mexico's southern border, Its ra- 
tionale is that the expanded free 
trade area will open up new mar- 
kets for America’s products and 
thus create many thousands of new 
American jobs. Unfortunately, this 
assessment is dangerously one sid- 
ed and fails to consider economic 
realities in both the United States 
and Mexico. 

If NAFTA is passed the only 
real exports that we will see are 
hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
can jobs moving south of the bor- 
der, or just disappearing all togeth- 
er. Mexico has already gained 
500,000 American jobs in recent 
years due to their promotion of 
drastically lower wages and litle 
or no benefits expenses. Therefore, 
it is NOt surprising that Mexico has 
been spending millions on lobby- 
ists 0 influence the U. S. govern- 
ment into passing NAFTA, 


According to the U. S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, the average 
Mexican maquiladora worker is 
paid $1.64 an hour and the Mexi- 
can per capita income is only 
$2,000) per year. With such low 
wages and no incentive for compa- 
nics to raise them, Mexico simply 
will not develop into a song 
enough market for our products, 
However, the passage of NAFTA 
and its elimination of tariffs will 
allow a flood of cheaply made tex- 
tiles and other manufactured goods 
to swamp the American market, 


In Southeast Alabama, there are > 


more than 20,000 textile and appa- 
rel jobs which stand at risk once 
the protective trade barriers with 
Mexico are torn down. Another se- 
rious concern is the American 
farmer who also faces unfair com- 
petition from our southern neigh- 
bor. In Alabama, peanuts alone ac- 
count for some $750 million a 
year. If NAFTA is passed, our 
economy will be hit with a loss of 
at least $180 million a year, Mas- 
Sive Job losses and drastic blows to 
Our economy don’t sound like free 
and fair trade to me! 

Just as the American people 
change their minds in dramatic 
fashion about the Clinton budget, | 
expect them to react the same way 
to NAFTA, This Summer, our task 
force plans to hold hearings with 
factory workers, farmers, and aver- 
age hardworking Americans to dis- 
Cuss their future under NAFTA. 
Hopefully, with enough publicity,

Remembering 


With Jake 


Every family, of any conse- 
quence, had a smoke house. On the 
first really cold spell there was hog 
killing time. Neighbors _ usually 
helped each other with this. It was a 
big job. Several hogs were killed. 
They had to be slaughtered, hung up 
and gutted, cleaned out, hot water 
heated in wash pots so the hogs 
could be scraped to get the hair off. 
Skinned and cut into appropriate 
pieces. The liver, lungs, and kidneys 
were all saved and used. They made 
several different dishes that were all 
very tasteful. Salt was part of the 
preservation of the meat. Much of it 
was smoked in the smoke house. 
Hog entrails were turned inside out 
and washed thoroughly and meat 
was seasoned after it had been 
ground up with a sausage grinder. 
These sausages were placed on a 
rack in the smoke house and 
smoked. In the process, lots of fat 
dropped onto the dirt floor. We had a 
sausage stuffer, made to put the meat 
into the guts that held them. I have 
no idea how it could be done any 
other way. Lots of the meat, after it 
was smoked, was placed into 5 gal- 
lon lard cans. These cans were tin 
coated with a tight fitting lid. The 
meat was placed into the can and 
lard poured over it. This made it 
keep better and kept it free of bugs 
and worms. Of course, the lard was 
used for cooking. 

People, especially in the country, 
had to be rather self sufficient. The 
country, it is hard to realize, started 
not any further than two miles from 
town, You must have corn meal. 
Nearly all homes had a year round 
garden of some type. Collards and 
onions would grow better in winter 
than most stuff. Sweet potatoes were 
a must. 

A potato hill was needed. Boards 
about 4 to 5 feet long were arranged 
into a teepee style with boards over 
lapping. Dirt was applied to a small 
portion on the South side so you 
could take one board off to get into 
the hill. Potatoes and pine straw 
were placed inside. This kept them 
from rotting and freezing. Usually an 
old bucket or foot tub was placed on 
top to make it water tight. A family 
could cat very well and a pretty good 
balanced meal without having to go 
buy anything from the store. Of 
course everyone did a lot of canning 
of vegetables as well as fruits as they 
became ready. They were of great 
use when the garden or orchard was 
nol in producuon. 

About 50 years ago, I heard of 
Rex Lowery getting bit by a rattle- 
snake while getting potatoes out of 
the hill. | remember my father say- 
ing that he was not afraid of but two 
things, “A rattlesnake and a mad 
dog.” | agree. The Lowery’s have al- 
ways lived at Wilkinstown in north 
Coffee County on Highway #87. 
Mrs. Lowery was born there. She 
was Maudie Ray Grimes. Rex died a 
few years ago. | called Mrs. Lowery 
and she recalled that event very well. 
Rex was out in the garden and she 
was cooking back home and wanted 
some sweet potatoes, She called out 
to him to bring some in the house. 
Someone had left a board off of the 
potato hill and when he reached in to 
pull them out the snake bit him on 
the hand. The snake was looking for

a warm place and found it. They got 
a wash pan and filled it with kero- 
sene and a hand full of salt. He 
placed his hand in the mixture and 
Essie Green and Auburn Carroll 
drove him as fast as they could to 
Dr. Oscar Edge in Troy, The mixture 
slopped out all over him on the fast 
run to Troy, He was a very sick man 
with an arm and hand swollen to a 
huge size. We believe this happened 
in 1942, 

Let's change over to an entirely 
different topic. In late 1948, Flour- 
noy Whitman was Coffee County 
Commissioner of the Elba District. 
At that time, each commissioner was 
respons ble for his own district. 
Flourno ' came to see me one day 
and tol me that all of the main 
roads 0: . of Elba had been paved ex- 
cept the Kinston road. It had been 
used as a political football and it was 
high time something was done to get 
it black topped. He knew the Gov- 
ernor, “Big Jim” Folsom, and I were 
good personal friends. He took the 
oath of office in January of 1946, 
Flournoy asked me if I could arrange 
a meeting for him to talk to the Gov- 
ernor on one of his frequent visits to 
Elba and the old Folsom Home on 
Hickman, next to Dorsey Trailers, 
John Ross Clark had married Thel- 
ma Folsom, and they lived in the old 
home. I often knew when the Gov- 
emor would be in town. One day | 
called my dear friend, Thelma Clark, 
and told her to please call me when 
Jim got there. She did and I called 
Flournoy and picked him up and we 
went over and parked in the back, as 
usual, and went into the kitchen, A 
large oak table was there in the same 
place it has been as long as I could 
remember. The Governor was drink- 
ing a beer. I introduced them, and 
being the perfect host, he popped a 
beer open and handed it to Flournoy. 
| observed this very keenly, knowing 
Flournoy was a teetotaler. Being the 
consummate politician, he took the 
beer and they discussed the paving 
of the Kinston highway. The Gov- 
emor did every thing he could for 
his home county. He told Flournoy 
to meet him in his office the next 
morning at 10:00 a.m. and he would 
have the state highway director 
there, | am pretty sure it was Herman 
Nelson, I checked with Lomax Ful- 
ford and he says the plans in his of- 
fice for that highway were drawn up 
in 1949, I checked with Roy Barlow 
and he says that the road was paved 
in 1949, When the Governor takes a 
personal interest, things get done in 
a hurry. | looked closely when Flour- 
noy placed the bottle of beer to his 
mouth. | know he got a taste of it, 
but I never did see him swallow. 

I could, and may do it, write sev- 
eral columns on the colorful Folsom 
family and what they meant to Cof- 
fee County. 

It is rather amazing how we are 
prone to over look the obvious, | 
should never assume that anyone 
would know something. Fact in 
potas. I had not said that every fami- 
y had at least one milk cow and a 
flock of chickens. These were essen- 
al. Hardly anyone ate much beef, 
There was no refrigeration.

The Elba School System formally 
dedicated it new facilities last Fri- 
day. The Elba Board of Education 
and the schools’ staff were joined by 
state and local officials, as well as 
many others, for the dedication cere- 
mony and open house. 

In March of 1990, Elba City 
Schools were seventy-cight percent 
destroyed by a devastating flood, as 
was much of the town, 

School officials made the deci- 
sion to rebuild the facilities in a safer 
place, away from the flood plain, 
rather than repair and/or rebuild in 
the original location. 

Funds to build the new schools 


were received through a state bond 
issue and from federal disaster 
funds. The total amount received 
was $18,700,000.00. 

The 156-acre campus is located 
on U.S. Highway 84, two miles west 
of downtown Elba, 

Construction on the project began 
December 26, 1990 and the schools 
opened for classes September 8&, 
1992, 

The complex consists of an cle- 
mentary school (K-6) with 650 stu- 
dents, high school (7-12) with 550 
students, and central office/board 
room, 

The elementary school has a total 
of 95,000 square feet, high school 
135,000 square feet, and central of- 
fice with 4,000 square feet.

This year has not been a good one 
for the Alabama State Troopers in 
the Dothan District. 

Already the year-to-date traffic 
fatalitics total 19 for the Dothan Post 
which includes five counties - Cof- 
fee Dale, Geneva, Henry, and Hous- 
ton counties. 

Eight of those deaths occurred 
within the last two weeks. 

On Sunday, June 13, three per- 
sons lost their lives in a head-on col- 
lision between a pick-up truck and a 
car, The scene of this tragedy was on 
the Litth: Choctawhatchee River 
Bridge on U.S, Hwy. 84, just east of 
Daleville. 

Another head-on collision oc- 
curred on AL Hwy, 87, just south of 
Samson, on Wednesday night, June 
16. This wreck, involving a car and 
a log truck, claimed four lives. 

A wreck in Houston County, on 
Monday evening, killed a 10-year- 
old child, 

According to State Trooper R. W. 
Whitworth, 12 of the persons killed 
have been under the age of 23. 

Whitworth stated that no one sin- 
gle factor, but a combination of sev- 
eral, has been the cause of the crash- 
es. 

Speed, alcohol, inattention, and 
lack-ol-experience all have been 
contributing factors in the car crash- 
es, 
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Included on the campus is an ath- 
Ictic stadium, practice fields, base- 
ball/softball field, track, and tennis 
courts. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce, 
during his comments, remembered 
the many events that preceded and 
ultimately lead to Friday’s joyous 
occasion. 

He spoke about the many individ- 
uals and groups who helped make 
Elba’s “Dream School” become a re- 
ality. 

“It was like magic!” Pearce said. 
“T’ve waited three years to see this 
day.” 

Pearce introduced two individuals 
whom he gave special recognition 
for their contribuuion in making the 
“magic” happen 

State Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley, and former Assistance Finance 
Director Grever Jacobs, both gradu- 
atcs of Elba City Schools, were pre- 
sented plaques in recognition for 
their efforts. 

Holley and Jacobs were, as one 
person put it, the right people, in the 
right place, at the right time! 

Pearce said, “We dedicate this fa- 
cility to the children of Elba and the 
Elba City Schools.” 

“This building is Elba,” said Rep. 
Holley. “It will provide a basis for 
the foundation of lives and the shap- 
ing of minds.” 

Pearce concluded the ceremony 
by commenting, “the dedication of 
this new facility could include the 
recognition of many, many individu-

Lead & copper content in Elba’s 
water is within acceptable level

Several weeks ago, customers on 
the Elba Water System were asked 
tO participate in a water monitoring 
program. 

The purpose of the program was 
to test Elba water for lead/copper 
content, 

In a letter from the Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment (ADEM), Elba officials were 
advised of the results, 

The city’s water system has met 
all lead/copper monitoring and re- 
porting requirements during the Jan- 
vary-June, 1993 monitoring period, 
The amount of lead and copper con- 
tent found in the system did not ex- 
ceed acceptable levels. 


ADEM advised city officials that 
after having completed two consecu- 
live six-month monitoring periods, 
they can now reduce monitoring to 
once annually, Also, the number of 
sample sites can be reduced from 40 
to 20 

The testing will take place next 
year, 1994, during the months of 
June, July, August or September, 

Dennis Coleman, Elba Water’ 
Works superintendent, on behalf of 
the City of Elba, “thanks the many 
citizens that participated in the lead/ 
copper testing during the past year,” 

“Your (the customers) coopera- 
tion helped the water department to 
accomplish this monitoring and 
helps the water department to contin- 
ue to provide quality water to the cit- 
izens of Elba,” said Coleman.
